A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
itatute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July l deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
wbere there has been no change in the information carried in the 
did certifleate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
tbd name given in the articles of incorporation. 

11)6 purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
■hop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

Q. — I have just become 
treasurer of my investment 
club which is three year.s 
old, and 1 have discovered 
the club has never filed a 
tax return. Mo.=t of our in¬ 
come .has been dividend in¬ 
come. What do I do now? 

A. — I’d file tax returns 
as soon as you can .prepare 
them. Your club is probably 
a partnership, and the tax 
will be paid by your mem¬ 
bers rather than by the club. 
You indicate the money In¬ 
volved is under $400. If that 
is spread out over three 
years and .divided among 
(>ach of your members, it 
won’t affect their taxes 
very rriiuch. As your club 
^rows, your income will can- 
tinue to increase, and you 
should sec that your tax re¬ 
turns are filed promptly.

Q. — I am 76 and am de¬ 
bating putting $10,000 into a 
life annuity.

life annuity because when 
the stock market goes up my 
payments will increase. I am 
more worried about wliat 
woaild happen if the market 
went down. Do you think 
this variable life annuity 
would be a wise purchase 
for me? 

A. — I do believe that 
over a period of time wo will 
see higher stock prices; how¬ 
ever, at your stage of life 
I think it is more important 
to be as free from worr>' 
as possible. If you wish to 
purcliase a life annuity. I’d 
suggest you stick with oitvi 
with a fixed payment sche¬ 
dule an] skip the variable 
type.

IRS Reports On 
Freeze Checking 

In the first week of freeze 
price verification by the In¬ 
ternal Rcvenr.ie Service in 
Southern California, Investi¬ 
gators have made more than 
1,000 complia.nce c h e c k .s 
which revealed that a ma¬ 
jority of sales have not yet 
fully complied witli Econo¬ 
mic .Stabilization reg'Ul a - 
tions. 

Most of the infractions 
have been fou>w1 among 
smaller business concerns 
which arc not prepared with 
freoz .price lists and infor¬ 
mation, posting. 

“Oor Stabilizetion Agents 
are continually in the field 
to enforce the freeze regula¬ 
tions,” Barry Rarrs, IRS Sta¬ 
bilization Manager, stated. 
“We are turging public co¬ 
operation in our compliance 
effort, a.iid want to assure 
consumers that prices above 
the freeze level are not 
being charged.” 

Since midnight last Sun¬ 
day, all retailers, whole¬ 
salers a.nd manufacturers 
liavo been rcq'uired to make 
freeze price information 
available on request. Most 
major retail outlets and 
chain stores havp been ful¬ 
filling this requirement, the 
IRS said. 

“Those In'dancos of viola¬ 
tions which arc not imme¬ 
diately corrected can result 
in remedial orders being is¬ 
sued and penalties of $2,500 
or $5,000 for crim.inal viola¬ 
tions, can be asserted for 
each violation,” Rans ,«ai(i.

It 
was brilliant, farseoing, real¬ 
istic, and majestically sim¬ 
ple. It has been paraphrased 
and' summarized as follows; 
“First, We wil] take eastern 
Europe. Next, the masses of 
Asia. Then we shall encircle 
that last bastiar of capital¬ 
ism, the United States of 
America. We .shall not have 
to attack; it will fall like 
overripe fnuit into our 
hands."

After stiudyinj the Federal 
Occupational .Health and 
Safety .Act, commonly re- 
fored to as OSHA. and Cali¬ 
fornia 1.5G, a bill which 
wouM allow California to 
administer the Federal OS¬ 
HA, I have come to the con¬ 
clusion that both the Fod'- 
eral an'l .st.ite .<?overnments 
have overlooked .a mejor 
cause of indiustrial aecide.nts 
—the emnloyces themselves. 
Apparently the Federal and 
state lawmakers became .so 
involved with tiie employer’'- 
role in creating co.nditions 
haizarrioius to the .safety of 
their emn’oyees that tiie>' 
overlooked the roll of the 
employee. 

With this omission, I re- 
O'licst that the Federal and 
state OSIIA laws bp amend¬ 
ed to g.orreet this oversight, 
by includ'i,ng the following 
twhich wculd. of course, 
have to bo written in more 
legal terms — not to be eon- 
f'.'.sod with confusing terr.is I: 

1. Anj' employee whose 
action.s o.ause or (buld cause 
a condition haz.aiodus to the 
health and safety of a.nv 
emplr.vpp, inoliuding himself, 
i.s saibject to a fine in an 
amoii.ut not greater than the 
amount o.l the fine hi.s em¬ 
ploye’- would have to pay 
for cj-eatine that same eon- 
dition. In the evf”'.t that -.m- 
ployee belon.gs to a,n,y group, 
a.ssociaticn, ni .•inir.". whose 
purno.sc is the welfare of 
that omplove.’, that .graun 
woulfl be re.sponsible for all 
fines as.sp.ssed a.gainst that 
emplr-voe. 

2. .So that the (■mnle-’ev 
would not hav(> a", unfair 
advantage ove:- the em¬ 
ployee or the emolo.yee’s 
•union, the oprsnp’.s name' re- 
norti.n.g ,a viola, ion would 
not be divulged to the ac¬ 
cused. 

3. Any action of roirihu- 
lion (.strike, walkii'U. har- 
a.ssment) against a’t em¬ 
ployer as a re.su'.t of his re¬ 
porting an emnloyee viola 
tion would be unlawful and 
subjegt to a fine in the 
same amo-ut as the employer 
would have to pay for parti¬ 
cipating in .similar action 
against an emnloyee. 

4. The burderi of proof 
would rest upon the ac<w.sed 
to show he had complied 
with, the standards; i.e., he 
wo.uld be guilty until proven 
innocent. 

If this rounds distatorial 
or tyraimical to the em¬ 
ployee. simnly rememb e r 
th.at the above is already thc- 
law for all emplo.veijs. Pos¬ 
sibly *ihe best solution alter 
all is not to amt.id the c>g. 
HA laws but rather to repeal 
them all,

Borders of the Soviet Un¬ 
ion.” 

In light of tnese state¬ 
ments, it is no wander that 
our foreign policy is casing 
Red China into a positio,n of 
prominence and resp e c t - 
ability, while at tho same 
time und'crmining Chiang 
Kai Shek and the Taiwan 
government.
